Casus Belli 


Mr. H. Wickham Steed, in his book on 
world affairs which was reviewed on 
Saturday in the Jrish Times, inconse- 
quently ‘tells a story that delighted me. 
When we were young Miss Marie Corelli 
and Mr. Hall Caine were the popular 
novelists, and an aashasenbella war 
raged between them. Each published a 
novel about Papal Rome—‘‘ The Master 
Christian ” and “ The Eternal City,’’ if I 
remember the titles aright—and the public 
soon was informed by. one that he or she 
had not read the other’s.

It 
seems that Mr. Hall Caine was reader for 
a publisher to whom Miss Corelli's first 
novel was submitted. He reported that 
the book was almost incredibly silly, but 
silly in a manner that might please the 
multitude ; so the book was published and 
triumphed. The publisher gave a dinner 
to celebrate the success. There Hall Caine 
met the novelist, and he remarked that he 
was, in a sense, her literary sponsor. Next 
day Miss Corelli, greatly excited and 
curious, called at the publisher's office and 
persuaded a clerk to show her the reader's 
report which had ensured her book’s 
acceptance; and she read Hall Caine’s 
truthful opinion of it! Thence came the 
lifelong war, 


Lady Hunloke 


On Thursday last I went out at 
the unearthly hour of 10 a.m. to be in 
time to see the ladies riding side-saddle 
at Ballsbridge during the judging by Mrs. 
Stephenson and Lady Hunloke. Perhaps, 
I am old-fashioned, but I do succumb to 
a good horsewoman in a riding habit 
above all others.

She ranks next to 
Lady Daresbury. Before her marriage 
Lady Hunloke was Miss Silvia Heseltine. 
and has the Order of the British Empire. 
She was married as Jong ago as 1890. 
She now lives in Wiltshire, 


Fish and Fishes 


While the public taste in England 
among the gourmets seems to incline 
towards big game fish—tunny, to be pre- 
cise—I was particularly struck with the 
discrimination shown ~ by one of Dédil 
Eireann’s deputies in this respect lately. 
In the Dail restaurant on a day of 
‘Abstinence, not long ago, I noticed three 
deputies at lunch. One was Mr. James 
Dillon, who always strikes one as an in- 
dividualist. While his colleagues were eat- 
ing plain boiled salmon—insipid in July—| 
Mr. Dillon consumed kippers. In his 
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choice, I think, the deputy for Donegal 
showed himself a connoisseur. Many dis- 
eriminating people are agreed that the 
humble herring, in its natural state and 
in its SR form, is the most delicious 
of all fish, But while it did become 
fashionable in London—even in Mayfair— 
neither the herring nor the kipper has 
ever been appreciated in Dublin. No one 
ever asks for these in any smart restau- 
rant, preferring, as they do, the in- 
sipidness of other fish. 


Bleriot’s ’Plane 


The recent death of M. Blériot reminds 
me that the ‘plane in which he made his 
record-breaking flight across the Channel 
is still preserved, and, despite the passage 
of years, is still in flying order. Your 
correspondent had the pleasure, a few 
years ago, of making a brief ascent in it 
at the Ford airport in Dearborn, Michigan. 
The ‘plane is preserved in the aeronautical 
museum at Henry Ford’s estate there, in 
company with several other notable 
machines. When Ford started his manu- 
facture of airplanes in 1926, he wished to 
secure various types of ‘planes which had 
proved their value in flight, and Blériot’s 
model was procured. The small, flimsily 
braced fabric wings of the monoplane look 
somewhat incongruous beside the all- 
metal, tri-motored transport ’plane usually 
housed in the hangars. but the relation- 
ship in design is present. Another interest- 
ing ‘plane in the Ford collection is the 
great cabin ‘plane in which Commander 
Richard E. Byrd made the first flight over 
the North Pole. 


Courage Wanted 


It is remarkable that in the topsy-turvy 
world of to-day there is a tendency for 
individual self-assertiveness to diminish, 
while massed communities, with kindred 
interests—especially political interests— 
are striving to outvie one another in ever- 
intensifying boostings and boastings. Ex- 
cepting the few strong dictators in Europe, 
backed up by their well-regimented cohorts, 
there are fiw ren who will shamelessly 
stand up and assert, like the doll-maker 
in ' La Poupée’ : “ All this is my own 
work.”’ After reading ‘‘ Speeches De- 
livered at Statutory Meetings of Limited 
Liability Companies ’’—a very entertain- 
ing volume—I am convinced that this 
weakness of modesty is rife amongst the 
great leaders in industry and commerce, 
and that the biggest men are the readiest 
to place upon other shoulders, most of the 
appreciations of their own successes. Then, 
too, there are almost incessant bewailings 
about bashfulness and want of ‘‘ thrust’”’ 
in those who are holding high official and 
big business position. There is, of course. 
no dearth of efficiency in any field of 
public activity: but Egoism, we are told, 
is a much missing quality. I was, there- 
fore, highly uplifted when I read that 
during the proceedings of a Royal Com- 
mission at Westminster a witness, asked 
if his official reputation was good, un- 
hesitatingly, and without embarrassment, 
gave this renly: 

“Well. thinking things over, my 
opinion, is that I am a first-class 
man. 

Most men have that same high opinion 
about their own particular abilities; but 
not many of them would be honest enough 
to themselves, and sufficiently plucky, to 
assert it with such confidence to so im- 
posing an assembly. The sentence ought 
to be displayed prominently as a ‘‘ spur” 
for all who are prone to “ whisper down 
a well,”

False Ideas 


The desire to “ see life” is as often given 
as the reason for going to the devil as for 
going to America. It has the virtue of 
recognising that life is varied and various, 
coloured and plain, and that it is not cut to 
a uniform pattern and presented ready-made 
by the most modern of mass-production 
systems. ‘The recognition that life is varied 
and various is, however, vitiated somewhat by 
the notion that real “life” is to be found 
only in crowds. Noise and life aré believed 
to be synonymous, and what is only mere 
liveliness is accepted as the essence of híe. 
A jazz band in a stuffy room where there is 
no space to move is no more “‘life’’ than a 
band in a park or on a pier; yet people exist 
who really believe that such miserable incon- 
venietice is “seeing life” But it is only a 
small part of life, no more and no Jess than 
any other insignificant part, seeing & negro in 
Bulawayo or Addis Ababa than seeing one 
in an Irish or an English village. It is at 
best only an ocular experience which demon- 
strates a difference. 

Every human life is life whole, even if it be 
occasionally unsteady. It is the separate 
business of each human being to so co-ord)- 
nace experience that it may present hfe 
steadily. What is the whole of life to one 
may be but a small particle of life to another. 
But “seeing life steadily and whole ” is an 
adventure which may be as readily and as 
reasonably undertaken in a village as in the 
largest capital city. 

Sir James Barrie, in his ‘‘ Thrums,”’ was of 
the opinion that he would be better equipped 
than others in his trade as a novelist and 
dramatist if he “knew himself and one 
woman.” His opinion did not undergo 
change by residence in the world’s largest 
city instead of in one of Scotland's smallest: 
villages, The more one reads and sees the 
more one is disposed to agree with him, 


Mental Process Counts

AN OLD HUGUENOT 
CEMETERY 


NAMES «THAT LIVE IN 
DUBLIN'S STORY 


———

OME of those who have noticed that work- 
S men are now engaged in widenin non 

narrow junction between St. Stephen'a 
Green an! Merrion Row by reconstructing the 
wall of the little graveyard which abuts at 
this point must have wondered what history 
lies behind. the inscripton “ Huguenot Ceme- 
tery, 1693 ' which is carved over the gateway, 
and for whom the tombstones, many of which 
are now overgrown and almost indecipherable, 
were erected, 

The ancient graveyard, hidden between the 
crowded buildings ol one of the city’s busiest 
streets, has been familiar to most Dubliners, 
but few realise that the French refugees, 
who found a home in Ireland when the Revo- 
cation of the Edict of Nantes took away their 
religiotis freedom in 1685, settled in Dublin in 
such numbers that at various times ‘four 
churches were established ly them, and that 
two French cemeteries were in use until the 
latter half of the nineteenth century. 

_ ‘One of these Huguennt congregationas met 
in 1699: m a house in Bride ‘street, and 
later established a Calvinistic Chapel near 
the Four Courts, on a site known as Jesuits’ 
Lands, ‘on the west side of Lucy Lane, With 
4 cemetery in Merrion Row. In 1773 the 
Church was ‘sold to a congregation of Pres- 
byterians, and it was pulled down about 
1825, under a scheme for improving the 
approach to Richmond Bridye, but the buria! 
ground was continued in use ‘until 1901, 
special clauses for its protection being -in- 
serted in the Burial Grounds ars Act 
of 1856, and the Public Health (Ireland) 
Act of 1878. 

~The little cemetef, which measures some 
sixty by a hundred feet, is divided by a 
path which leads to a cut stone memorial 
porch, built against the north wall. This 
was erected by Elias Tardy and Peter and 
Francis. Du. Bedat in 1880, “in loving 
memory of those whose mortal remains have 
been laid within this cemetery.” Many of 
the tombstones are overgrown by creepers, or 
half buried in the earth and the earliest 
ones .seem wholly . to. have... disap- 
peared, but those to the families of Du 
Bedat, D'Olier, Martineau, Mallet, Lunet, 
Dupee, Tardy and Maziere may still be 
seen, The last named stone has been pre- 
served by being set into the outside wall, and 
where later. ones.have weathered, this still 
clearly records the burials of Samuel de la 
Maziere, 06:t' 1726; Jane de Valois, his wife, 
obit 1755, with their son and daughters. 


NAMES OF NOTE 


Some of these names have become so 
familiar that it is difficult to remember their 
foreign origin. D’Olier is recorded in one 
of our streets; Martineau has a place in 
English literature. 

The former family, which came originally 
from Toulouse, took a leading part in Dublin 
civic lite. Isaac and Jeremiah D’Olier were 


yboth masters of the Goldsmiths’ Guild, and 


the latter was High Sheriff of Dublin in 
1788 ana one of the founders and early 
governors of the Bank of Ireland. The 
Da Kedats, who came from 

in the Province of Guienne, 

in Dublin as merchants. Jean, 

died in 1780, is oí _ interest 
having founded the first sugar refinery 
in the country, His daughter married Elias 
Tardy, at one time an officer in the French 
Navy, under Admiral Conflans, who “also 
settled as a sugar refiner in the capital, and 
was the ancestor of the donor of the memorial 
porch. 

If any ghost should haunt this relic of 
Huguenot Dublin, that of William Lunet 
might be encountered. His father, a refugee 
from Havre, who fought at the Boyne, and 
subsequently set up in business in Dublin, 
died in 1720, being buried in Merrion row. 
Lunet the younger struggled against difficulty 
and poverty, and eventually succeeded in 
building up a flourishing wholesale drapery 
trade with the Norwegian vessels that visited 
the port. To do this he mastered Danish. 
Another proof of his initiative is afforded in 
the story, told of him by his son, that in 
the early days of his business, when he had 
lacked the capital to lay in a sufficient 
stock, he made sham packets of stuff 
to fill his shelves, in order to give his 
shop a well-stored appearance, In these 
first years of. struggle and loneliness, it is re- 
corded of him by his son and biographer that 
he used nightly to climb the wall of the 
cemetery and lie weeping upon his father’s 
grave. In 1766 he migrated to Bristol, but 
his son George returned to Duba&n, set up oe 
business in Capel street, and became a direc- 
tor of the Bank of Ireland. The graves of 
muny members of the family are in a corner 
of the cemetery. 


DUBLIN'S GAIN 


Many other stories must cling to these old 
relics of the community that, refusing to 
change the faith and surrender its freedom 
of worship, preferred to establish itself in a 
foreign city. Huguenot soldiers, clerics and 
Lusiness men all found a home in Dublin, 
and in the case of the last-named, contributed 
largely to the city’s prosperity. The sue- 
cessful poplin industry. the beautiful products 
of which decorated a stall at the Roya! 
Dublin Society’s Show last week, owed its 
inception to Huguenot weavers, and examples 
of their work as silversmiths may be seen in 
tie National Museum. The first bank in Dublin 
was established by the Huguenot, La Touche, 
who later became the first Governor of the 
Bank of Ireland, and it is interesting to note 
that the first periodical published in Ireland 
was the work of a Huguenot. 

In the light of such a history, the littJe 
graveyard in Merrion row, as the last linx 
with the French refugees, deserves more than 
passing attention. It seems a pity that it 
should have been allowed to become so over- 
Greve but at least it is well that it should 
lave been protected in this age of over- 
building. It remains a curious Tittle corner 
of neace amidst the bustle of contemporary 
traffic, and to slip through its gateway, below 
the inscription ' 16934,” is to walk into 
another age.

“A WET AND 
“WINDY ‘MONTH 
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HAY YIELDS BELOW 
NORMAL 
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CATTLE STOCKS IN GOOD 
HEALTH 


— ———& — 


ITH the exception of a few days 
towards the end of the month the 
weather during July was unusually 

wet and stormy, with the result that very 
little progress could be made in seasonal 
farm operations. Hay-making was most un- 
favourably affected, as there were very few 
opportunities of saving it in anything like a 
satislactory manner, and it is 
considerable proportion of the crop has been 
seriously. damaged, while a considerable 
amount of meadow still remains uneut, All 
this work was carried out under great diffi- 
culties. i 

The continuous wet weather 
pasture lands, which carried a rowth 
of grass. Live stock generally were healthy 
and iu fair condition. re was an increase 
in the number of sheep and in the number of 
cattle under two years old, but a decrease in 
older cattle as compared with last year. 


HAY AND GRAIN CROPS 


A big. proportion of the early hay was in 
swaths for Jong periods, and cutting of old 
meadows had to be. deferred owing to the 
inclemency of the weather. Yields of first 
and second crop hay are generally reported 
to be below-normal,.and.that.of.old meadows 
about normal. 

All grain crops were reported to bave made 
ood growth during the month, but damage 
an rain and wind, while general, was not 
very extensive. The preliminary estimate for 
the area under crops on the. 1st June, 1956, 
gives 255,000 acres for wheat. This must be 
regarded as extremely satisfactory under the 
weather conditions which prevailed. last 
autumn and spring. The increase of 92,000 
acres in wheat over that of 1935 has not been 
at the expense of other crops, as total corn 
crops are up by 2.5 per cent. and root and 
green crops é 0.3 per cent. over that of 1935. 

Reports indicate that sugar beet, mangels 
and turnips were well up to average, and the 
prospects for satisfactory yields were said to 


be good. 
FLAX AND POTATOES 


The flax crop made good progress during 
the month, but in the main it 18 unlikely to 
bulk well, and in exposed situations it has 
been badly tossed by rain and storm. — Pull- 
ing of the erop commenced in the County 
Donegal about the third week in July.

RADIO FOR POLICE 
HORSE 


AN EXPERIMENT IN 
TRAFFIC CONTROL

“Sammy,” a horse owned by the Lanca- 
shire Constabulary. is to be the first in the 
country to be equipped with a wireless re- 
ceiving and transmitting set, to be used for 
traffic control work. . 

The whole eguipment does not weigh more 
than six pounds, including the aerial, and 
the rider will be able to maintain touch with 
police headquarters up to a distance of about 
three miles. ee 

It is proposed that the horse and its rider 
will be posted on busy roads, gnd will receive 
instructions direct. : ; 

The set has its owa distinctive call sign— 
GTL9—and if the experiment is successful 
other horses in Lancashire will be eguipped 
with radio. 

In a demonstration vesterday, Press men 
heard messages transmitted from police head- 
quarters three miles away, and other messages 
were sent in reply. 

The Force, which claims to be the first to 
have made use of wireless in its activities, 
already possesses the only two-way telephone 
wireless system on cars in England, and it is 
honed in the near future to equip the 
majority of its polce cars wth such installa- 
tions. 

A five metre wave length is used, and cars 
travelling up to 60 miles an hour can 
mantain touch with headquarters.

The Spanish Tangle 


The news from Spain is becoming 
increasingly untrustworthy. Special cor- 
respondents, who have been dispatched to 
the Peninsula at enormous expense, are 
supplying their newspapers with precisely 
the kind of report that suits their 
editorial policies, and the bewildered 
reader finds himself hopelessly at sea. 
Lisbon has begun to rival Riga as a 
source of journalistic fairy tales. All the 
hoary old stories of atrocities that have 
lain for so long in cold storage are being 
dished up once more, and the reader who 
has sufficient time and energy will be able 
to recognise in many of them the identical] 
canards that: did such service, not only 
against the Russians from time to time, 
but also against the Germans in the 
World War. We do not suggest that 
there are no atrocities in Spain. There 
is a strain of cruelty in the Spanish 
people, and, besides, the gutter in Spain 
is very much the same as the gutter in 
any other country. In of civil 
strife ugly things are inevitable. Innocent 
people generally are the first to suffer, as 
we in Ireland know from our own experi- 
ence ; and we are quite sure that in Spain 
the indisciplined mob has been guilty of 
horrible deeds. We are equally convinced 
tWAt the rebellious officers also have done 
their share of the dirty work. A terror is a 
terror, whether it be of the ‘‘Red ”’ 
variety or the “ White,” and, once the 
laws of warfare are abandoned—as nearly 
always is the case in civil war—murder, 
rapine and torture become the order of the 
day. The situation in Spain has been 
distorted grossly by Europe's 
Press. When the Government shoots 
somebody it is accused of brutal murder, 
whereas shootings by the rebels are de- 
scribed as salutary executions ; in fact, the 
natural position of affairs has been re- 
versed. Spain has a legally-elected 
Government, which is almost as bourgevis 
in. character as the Government of the 
Irish Free State. Its authority has been 
challenged by certain officers of its own 
army, who normally would be regarded as 
common or garden traitors; but by some 
curious metamorphosis the Government 
has been made to appear as the usurping 
party, while the rebels are hailed as 
patriotic heroes. 

There is no doubt at all that in certain 
parts of Spain—notably in Catalonia—the 
elements of the extreme Left have taken

control of the situation. In Barcelona the 
most powerful group seems to be 
the anarcho-syndicalists, whose manners 
hardly would pass muster in Rathmines ; 
ahd throughout the country the Govern- 
ment, jacking the support of regular 
troops, has been compelled to arm 
vittually everybody who is prepared to 
take its side. The issue is anything but 
new. On the one hand are ranged the 
officers’ class, the Church, and the big 
landowners; on the other is the mass of 
the people.

General Franco, the rebel chief, has 
managed to bring over from Morocco large 
numbers of the best fighters in the Spanish 
Army, together with some detachments of 
Riffian troops. He also has contrived to 
obtain substantial supplies of arms and 
munitions, including some very useful 
artillery, and, being a splendid dis- 
ciplinarian, he has surrounded himself 
with a fairly efficient force. The Govern- 
ment, on thé contrary, is being forced to 
depend very largely on irregulars, who 
have little or no discipline, and evidently 
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model of Portugal, Italy and Germany. 
“In a word, he is a Fascist. For this 
reason he has the sympathy, if not the 
active assistance, of the Fascist States of 
Europe. It seems to be pretty certain 


and the attitude of the German Govern- 
ment obviously is, strongly in favour of 
his revolt. France, on the other hand, 
being a democracy, tends to take the side 
of the Spanish Government; but she 
knows that if she should give it the help 
that any established Government is 
entitled to: expect from its compeers, 
Germany and Italy probably would declare 
war. Britain, also a democracy, is in her 
customary dilemma. She is not ready for 
war, Certain members of her Cabinet 
have strong sympathies with the Fascist 
States, and she has no desire to see the 
issue between democracy and Fascism 
fought out on the Spanish peninsula, 
Consequently, the British Government has 
decided to remain entirely neutral. As 
matters stand, it has no reasonable 
choice, although certain: English news- 
papers are trying to bully it into an ad 
hoc alliance with the Germans and 
Italians to ‘restore order ” in Spain.

. Sport the Peacemaker 


What has been the effect of the Olympic 
gathering in Germany? 
have been listening to broadcast tidings 
from those mighty stadia in which Nazi 
Germany has welcomed the athletes of 
other nations, with no small or unjustified 
pride in her architectural achievement. 
Sometimes the daily news has favoured one 
race, sometimes another ; and, if Germany 
splendidly wrestled one laurel wreath from 


one grudged that or any other victory to 
the hosts of the world. Germany has 
taken no undue share of the honours. Her 
Aryan crowds have seen a black man per- 
form the most loudly applauded feats. We 
have heard of no racial outbreaks of 
passion ; there is no sign that the nations 
are worse friends for the victories and 
losses of brave manhood in those bloodless 
contests. This year’s Games, in truth, have 
given the lie to words spoken by Mr. H. G. 
Wells in 1929, and recently recalled. In 
1929 England's prophet of Socialism was 
invited to address the Reichstag on ‘‘ The 
common-sense of world peace,’’ and he 
took occasion to condemn the Olympic 
institution, saying: 

Instead of becoming a sort of love- 
feast of all the people, these meetings, 
with their displays of national symbols 
and national partisanship, seem to 

intensify a vicious patriotism in both 
participants and spectators. They are 
recurrent demonstrations of the absolute 
unsoundffess and harmfulness of the inter- 


national as distinguished from the 


cosmopolitan idea. They exacerbate com- 

parison and competition between nations. 
Perhaps, “a sort of love-feast ” is not a 
phrase that any champion of the Games 
would choose with which to define his 
ideal; but we think that the friendly 
rivalry of the runners and leapers has 
proved in truth a cause of mutual respect 
rather than of enmity. Would an Aryan 
theorist find it as easy to denounce the 
non-Nordic breeds after a day at the 
Games as when he wrote in a study for 
people who never saw the lesser breeds 
without the law, and had no intercourse 
with them? Mr. Wells, who so much 
despises. the public schools, errs in his 
estimate of sport. He does not under- 
stand its power to foster mutual as well as 
self-respect ; nor does he realise that men 
who play no games are often the most 
spiteful. Let rival parties or rival races 
meet often on the sporting field, and there 
will be no-war. Let them never meet and 
‘their enmity will be irreconcilable. It 
would be a happy day for Ireland if the 
North and South met more often in the 
football field or on the cinder track ; their 
sportsmanlike contests would not tend, we 
think, ‘‘ to intensify a vicious patriotism 
in both participants and spectators.’’ 


William Forde 


Let us now praise famous men. .. . 
Such as found out musical tunes and 
recited verses in writing. 


How many of us have heard of William 
Forde, of Cork—no relation, so far as we 
know, of Mr. Henry Ford? The name of 
William Forde has been forgotten for more 
than half a century, yet it deserves honour ; 
for it was borne by one who yielded great 
service to Ireland in the collection and 
recording of our musical treasures. A 
living worker in the same field of research, 
Mr. Donal O'Sullivan, Clerk (in absentia) 
of the Free State Senate, has recalled that 
name from oblivion. In the latest part of 
his redaction of the Bunting collection of 
Irish folk-songs Mr. O'Sullivan refers 
repeatedly to William Forde’s manu- 


- | scripts, which lie unpublished in the 


oyal Irish Academy. From two to three 
ousand folk airs were copied by the Cork 
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sy | musiciaw in a “ beautifully clear hand ” ;

Deratisation 


Dr. C. F. White, Medical Officer of 
Health of the Port of London, must not 
be denied his modest place in literature. 
It is true that his duties; which include 
the discouragement of rats in ocean liners, 
may strike the average person as being 
utilitarian rather than artistic. Neverthe- 
less, he has added another gem to the 
treasury which we call the English 
language, and few men can claim so much. 
Dr. White, in the course of his annual 
report, refers to the measures which he 
has taken against rats during the past 
year. The average number of rats per 
ship, he states with pardonable pride, has 
been lowered a good deal since fumigation 
methods began to be used, while trapping 
and poisoning have reduccd it still further. 
Not until Dr. White begins to describe the 
difficulties of his work, however, does 
he catch the literary eye. Rat- 
infestation, he admits, will continue on a 
large scale unless rat-repressive measures 
are followed ; for the rodents are adaptable 
and prolific, and “ rapidly breed up to the 
limits of the rat-harbourage.”’ Neverthe- 
less, the spread of plague by sea-borne 
commerce has been almost stopped, thanks 
to the fact that rat-proofing has become so 
much more common in ships. Also, it is a 
matter for pleasure that the proportion of 
exemption certificates to deratisation 
certificates—but need: we follow the 
sentence to its end? “Who will have the 
heart to worry about the increase or 
decrease of rats on board ship, when Dr. 
White has presented him with such a word 
—the finest new word since somebody 
referred to one Biblical incident as ‘‘ the 
defenestration of Jezebel’’? The name is 
worthy of the deed. The desemitisation in 
Germany is much to be deplored, the 
debirdisation of the Scottish moors to- 
morrow will not appeal to many 
humanitarians, but, by all means, let 
deratisation continue. 


THE ABBEY THEATRE 
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A NEW DEIRDRE 


a on 


The revival, after an unduly prolonged 
period, of Mr. W. B. Yeats’s beautiful short 
play, “Deirdre,” brought a very large 
audience to the Abbey Theatre last night. The 
occasion was unusually noteworthy in that 
Miss Jean Forbes-Robertson was making her 
first appearance as Deirdre; Mr. Micheal Mac 
Liammoir his first appearance as Naoise, new 
music had been composed for some of the 
lyrics by Mr. Frederick May, new settings and 
costumes designed by Miss Tanya Moisei- 
witsch, and the entire production directed for 
the first time by Mr. Hugh Hunt. 

With all this novelty, it might be expected 
that a clear breach would be made with the 
traditional manner of presenting the play, and 
such was actually the case. Many notable 
actresses have played Deirdre in the Abbey 
Theatre and elsewhere—from Miss Darragh, 
of the earliest productions, and Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell of the middle period, to the regular 
répertory ‘“‘stars’’ of the Abbey Theatre, 
notably Miss Sara Allgood. All these noted 
actresses spoke ihe dramatic vérse in the 
manner originally prescribed by Mr. Yeats 
himself; but Miss Jean ‘Forbes-Robertson 
broke with that tradition. The older manner 
of speaking the verse is now probably interred 
in the tomb with Deirdre and Naoise, and 
the keening monotony of the past will be 
heard no more. 

Perhaps, there is some loss in this—loss to 
the beauty of speech and to the rhythm of the 
lovely lines. But what has been thus iost 
has been more than rectified in the enrichment 
of the play’s dramatic value, and, in the 
theatre, it is the dramatic value that must 
prevail. Last night Miss Forbes-Robertson 
and Mr. MacLiammoir brought the play to 
vivid lite; brought to it a passion that thrilled 
the vast audience, and earned the oft-repeated 
curtain calls at the end. In this tale “oí 
treachery; of broken promise, and journey’s 
end,' Miss Forbes-Robertson looked and acted 
as the young girl from the ionely hills, who 
found herself entrapped in the meshes of an 
old man’s jealousy. She was aften the un- 
formed child, uncouth of moyement and sharp 
of speech, but always she was the passionate 
girl, clinging to her lover. That was the 
finest gift that Miss Forbes-Robertson brought 
to the Abbey Theatre, where passion is so 
often taken for granted. It was a very fine 
performance. 

Naoise, as played by Mr. MacLiammoir, 
was more in the traditional manner; but it, 
too, was a notable performance. It was 
notable especially for the vigour of the 
verse and the nobility of presence which 
he brought to the character. In his love 
scenes with Miss Forbes-Robertson the primi 
tive no less than the tenderness was per- 
mitted to obtrude in this ancient tale of 
jealousy and murder. 

In a production which was a notable 
achievement for Mr. Hugh Hunt, the Fergus 
of Mr. Denis Carey, and the Musicians, 
played by the Misses Ria Mooney, Ann Clery 
and Nora O'Mahony, were additional! pleasing 
features. 

This revival will not hearten the tradi- 
tionalists of the Abbey, but it is surely time 
that another mode had its day. eath, 
Synge said, is a r untidy thing, even if 
it’s a queen that dies; but Mr. Hunt's death 
tableau achieved the tidiness of an authentic 
Old Master. It is a revival that must be 
seen; to see it is sure to bring appreciation. 

The other items in a fine programme were 
Miss Teresa Deevy’s “ The King of Spain's 
Daughter” (with Miss Ria Mooney, Mr.

Shipping Precautions 


Rates for the insurance of cargo in 
yesséls to the Mediterranean, which were 
reduced by sixpence per cent. when the 
tension regarding the position in Abyssinia 
was released, have now been increased to 
two shillings per cent. for vessels passinz 
through the Straits of Gibraltar, while 
rates in respect of vessels trading to 
Spanish ports or to Spanish possessions 
have also been raised. The increases are 
not due to any specific loss, but to the 
general risk which must attach to cargovs 
in or near Spanish waters during the 
present crisis. It is natural that under- 
writers should seek to have the premiun:s 
adjusted in accordance with the risk in- 
volved, and it is recognised that the 
instances of indiscriminate firing introduce 
a risk that justifies a higher rate than the 
moderate premium which recently has been 
operative.

INSURGENTS CLAIM SUCCESSES

A fierce, concentrated attack on the im- 
portant town of Badajoz, in the .outh-west 
sector of Spain, now held by the Govern- 
ment forces, is at present being made by 
the insurgents. The town was again 
bombed by aeroplanes yesterday, and i 
column of, 200 ’buses, filled with insurgent 
troops, under the command of General 
Castejon, is being rushed to join in the 
attack. 

The insurgents are understood to occupy 
all the hills surrounding Badajoz, and. its 
fall is expected in anti-Government circles 
at any minute. 

If the town falls to the insurgents they 
hope shortly to gain control of the whole 
sector west of Madrid, then link up with 
the insurgent forces north and south of 
the capital, and eventually encircle 
Madrid. 

In other sectors of Spaia there has been 
somewhat of a lull in the fighting. Latest 
Reuter reports from the various sectors 
reveal the following position : — 

MADRID SECTOR. 

The insurgents iu the Guadarrama 
Mountains are virtually bottled up ‘2 
their hiding places in the mountains, 
according to reports reaching Lisbon. 

General Franco, on the other hand, de- 
clares that the Madrid Government has 
made all preparations to leave the capital 
as soon as his Army begins its advance on | 
Madrid. 


The insurgents claim that 2,000 more 
troops have been landed from Morocco. All 
British subjects have now been evacuated 
from Algeciras. 

NORTH-WEST. 

Insurgents claim to have taken two 
villages near Oviedo, stoutly defended by 
the Asturian miners. They also claim to 
have captured the Harbour of Santander 
and the whole of the Province ol 
Santander. 

If this report is true it will mean that 
the insurgents have at last gained the 
outlet to the sea and naval base for which 
they have so long been striving in this 
sector to help their transport of supplies 
and food. 

BARCELONA SECTOR. 

Saragossa is still holding out against 
the Government forces. The insurgents 
claim that the Barcelona Militia.

CAPTAIN SAVILE

KILLED BY REBEL SHIP'S 
SHELL 


From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
HENDAYE, Monday. 


It was learnt to-day that a damaged 
propellor caused Captain Rupert Savile 
to take his yacht into Gijon, where he was 
killed by a shell from the insurgent 
Spanish cruiser, Almirante Cervera. 

It appears that the yacht, Blue Shadow. 
was proceeding from Bilbao to Oporto 
when one of the screws went wrong, and 
it was necessary to put into port. 
Through the intermediary of the British 
authorities, Captain Savile obtained 
leave to take the yacht into Gijon, but 
on arriving there the Blue Shadow was 
caught in the fire from the Government 
batteries on shore. 

Captain Savile then instructed his men 
to make for the protection of the British 
destroyer, Comet, which was lying off the 
coast, but the yacht then came under the 
fire of the warship, and a shell fell on 
the poop, blowing off Captain Savile's 
legs. 
The seamen succeeded in bringing the 
yacht alongside the Comet, but Captain 
Savile was already dead. 

The Comet then sailed for St. Jean de 
Luz with Mrs. Savile, who had been 
wounded by shrapnel, and the body of her 
dead husband, while the damaged yacht 
was left behind at anchor in the little 


port of Musel, near Gijon. 


GOVERNMENT'S REGRET 


Reuter is informed that the Spanish 
authorities at Gijon have tendered their 
sincere regrets for the incident to Lieut.- 
Commander E. Wentworth, commander 
of H.M.S8. Comet. They state that it had 
been the practice of the insurgent warship 
to fire at all ships leaving and enterin 
the harbour. Sir Henry Chilton, Brit 
Ambassador in Spain, who is staying 
at present, has now sent a protest to 
commander of the cruiser.

The yacht, they say, was flying two flags 
—the Blue Ensigu and the flag of the 
Bermuda Yacht Club, which happens to 
be red. Consequently the shore batteries 
were in the greatest doubt regarding the 
vessel's identity, whether she were friend, 
foe or neutral, and, therefore, withheld 
their fire, especially as they saw the Comet 
drawing towards her.

RECOGNITION NOT TO BE 


IMPLIED 
TANGIER, Monday. 


The International Committee of Control 
of Tangier, which consists of Britain, 
Spain and five other countries, published 
the following communiqué to-day :— 

‘In sittings held on August 7, 8 and 
9, the Committee of Control undertook the 
task of defining the means of safeguarding, 
in the present circumstances, the special 
situation in Tangier as is laid down from 
the point of view of permanent neutrality. 
In this connection it has received 
oficial confirmation of the decision taken 
by the Spanish Government, while reserv- 
ing the question of rights, to withdraw 
its fleet from the port, and notes with 
satisfaction that this decision has been 
fully carried into effect. 

* As far as the movement of travellers 
and goods between the International Zone 
in Tangier and the Spanish Zone is con- 
cerned, it is recognised that in adminis- 
trative practice application of the statu- 
tory regulations and legislation now in 
force should be strictly observed.” 

The ruling to facilitate travel between 
Tangier and Spanish Morocco by no means 
implies that the committee recognises the 
authority of the insurgents in Morocco, 
it is authoritatively stated. 


NO ARMS FROM BRITAIN 
LISBON, Monday. 


Radio Seville, the rebel station, states 
that it has intercepted a wireless message 
from a British armament firm to the 
Madrid Government, in which the British 
firm stated that they were “ very sorry, - 
but they could not supply Madrid with any 
armaments at the present moment, '' as 
the British Government has bought every- 
thing up.” 

Radio Burgos states that the Marques 
Primo de Rivera, the Fascist leader, has. 
escaped from his ge in Alicante, and 1s 
now alive and well. 

A report reaching here from Segovia 
states that Captain Corde, of the Spanish 
shock police, who is generally believed to 
have been the murderer of Sefior Calvo 
Sotelo, the Right Wing leader, has been 
executed by the insurgents. 

It is understood that in many towns of 
Spain now occupied by the insurgents the 
names of streets, such as Liberty avenue, 
have been changed to Primo de Rivera 
avenue and Calvo Gotelo street.

Another interesting feature of the case 
is that Kuroda studied at a private school 
kept by Doctor Shumei Okawa, one of the 
fourteen members of the notorious 
“blood brotherhood,’’ sentenced to terms 
of imprisonment in 1934. It was alleged 
that this terrorist organisation was 
responsible for a long series of political 
assassinations and outrages in Japan.

HE Portuguese Government has 
informed the British Chargé 
d’Affaires in Lisbon of its agreement in 
principle with the proposed arrangement 
of non-intervention in Spain, uter 
learns. 

Portugal, however, is understood to have 
indicated that the ses, points would 
require early consideration by France and 
Britain, as sponsors of the appeal, before 
Portugal could give her whole-hearted 
support to the non-intérvention plan :— 

(1) The necessity of Russia also parti-

(2) Respect for the International Zone 
of Tangier by both sides in the Spanish 
civil war; and 

(5) The danger to the security of 
the Portuguese régime in the event of an 
extension of uncontrolled Communism or 
anarchy in Spain. Portugal, apparently, 
sees in such a state of affairs a possible 
threat to her territorial integrity, and is

The ancient treaty of alliance between 
Portugal and Britain is understood to have 
been recalled in this connection. 


RUSSIA’S INCLUSION 

The British Government is considering 
the reply to be sent to the Portuguese 
Government. The first poimt is regarded 
as a natural one to raise, and, as a similar 
reservation has been made by Germany, 
while Russia has made her acceptance oí 
non-intervention conditional upon Portugal 
adhering, Russia is bound to be included 
i the agreement if it is to go through at 
all. 

As regards the second point, the British 
Government has been officially informed 
by the Spanish Government that instruc- 
tions have been sent to all loyal Spanish 
warships not to use Tangier as a base of 
operations. These instructions appear to 
have been obeyed, as Tangier is now 
reported to be denuded of all active 
Spanish warships. 

The third point constitutes the greatest 
difficulty. France and Britain are, of 
course, both pledged to defend the terri- 
torial integrity of Portugal under the 
Covenant of the League. A re- 
affirmation of the obligation by both 
Governments might do much to re- 
assure.Portugal. Moreover, Britain may 
be able also to re-affirm her obligations 
under the Treaty of Alliance of 1810. 

The general international situation ap- 
peared to be calmer yesterday as a result 
of the assurances given by the German 
Chargé d’Affaires on Friday. The sus. 
picion of German intention, noticeable in 
certain quarters, is not shared in British

In authoritative circles it is stated that 
the French Ambassador, the Count de 
Chambrun, was received late this evening 
by Count Ciano, the Italian Foreign 
Minister, who handed him the Italian 
reply to the detailed French plan for a 
neutrality pact regarding Spain. 

The Italian reply adheres in principle 
to the formula of neutrality proposed by 
France, with some reservations. 

It is understood that the points which 
are still to be discussed by Italy with 
France are not to be divulged as yet in 
order to facilitate diplomatic negotiations 
between the two countries. 


GERMAN ’PLANES 
CONFISCATED

BERLIN REPORTS OF 
* INCIDENT ”

BERLIN, Monday. 

The German reply to the French pro- 
posal for a general pact of neutrality on 
Spain will probably be handed to the 
French Ambassador to-morrow. 

Herr Hitler returned to the Chancellery 
from Kiel at six o’clock this evening, and 
entered into consultations with his ad- 
visers., 

Meanwhile, a fresh ‘‘incident’’ between 
the German and Spanish Governments was 
revealed to-night with the announcement 
by the official German News Agency that 
the Spanish Government yesterday confis- 
cated the aeroplanes of the German 
Lufthansa line, which had hitherto been 
used for taking German refugees out of 
Madrid. Simultaneously, Germany an- 
nounces that she has felt herself obliged 
to send two more torpedo boats, the 
Kondor and the Moewe, ‘‘for the protec- 


tion of the Germans in Spain, and for 


BC SR sr their repatriation.”' 
e official German News Agency says: 
“This has proved to be necessary,” and 
adds that there are still about 1,400 Ger- 
mans in Spain, of whom about 300 wish to 
remain there íor economic reasons. 

Hitherto the transport oí the refugees 
has been carried out by railway and the 
Lufthansa aeroplanes, which have now 
been confisca 

Summing up the position oí the Ger- 
mans in Spain, the Agency to-night says 
that 120 fugitives, of whom 93 were Ger- 
mans, were taken to Genoa from Valencia 
in the steamer Palermo, under the protec- 
tion of the torpedo boat Leopard, but 116 
Germans have declined to leave Valencia, 
Malaga, Almeria and Cartagena, where 
German warships remain to protect: them 
“for the time being.” 4,130 Germans 
have been taken out of Spain altogether. 

The cruiser Koeln and the torpedo 
boats Seeadler and Albatross are stationed 
now in ports of Northern Spain.

established. 

In any case, the Government to-day 
possesses more power than ever before to 
influence the location of industry. The 
urgency and the scope of the defence pro- 
gramme give them an unrivalled chance 
to exercise the power of the customer. 
For example, features of that programme 
must necessarily be the organisation of a 
switch over in ease of need of the main 
inlets of supply to the western ports, and 
the spreading of industries to places less 
vulnerable to air attack. There is thus 
a clear case for restoring activity to two 
special areas—namely, Cumberland and’ 

th Wales, the first of which has ex- 
ceptional industrial advantages, and the 
second of which possesses in Milford 
Haven the finest natural harbour in these 
islands. Moreover, under present condi- 
tions enterprises in the ial areas 
could be given the guarantee of orders for 
a long time ahead, reinforced, perhaps, 
by some special relief from rates for a 
specified period. There is a chance,

FINE WEATHER MAY REDUCE POLL

With the election campaign in Galway 
entering on its last stages there is Te- 
doubled activity in all three political 
camps. 

To-day President de Valera continued 
his tour of the constituency. In the even- 
ing he addressed a meeting at Ballinasloe. 

The United Ireland Party workers were 
also very active, and attended the different 
fairs in the county, holding a number of 
meetings in some places. The. candidate, 
Professor Hogan, held a good meeting ir 
Eyrecourt, where he received a splendid 
reception from a big gathering of farmers 
who had come into the fair. 

Speakers on all platforms have been 
warning their listeners against the danger 
of apathy, and have been urging on all 
voters the vital importance of recording 
their votes. 


NO TIME TO VOTE? 


Travelling through the constituency and 
observing the almost feverish activity of 
the farmers and labourers in the fields 
endeavouring to make the most of the fine 
weather with which they have been blessed 
over the week-end, one could not but 
think that, if the present fine spell con- 
tinues, it will be hard to get many of 
the workers in the rural areas to cease 
work long enough to record their votes. 

In may quarters a strong belief has 
gained ground that, despite all pre- 
cautions, the secrecy of the ballot box is 
not, in practice, inviolate. A surprising 
number of people are convinced that it is 
possible for interested persons to ascertain 
how the votes have been cast. 


TO ENSURE SECRECY 


This idea has become so fixed in the 
minds of many that the Election Agent 
of the Fine Gael Party approached the 
Returning Officer this evening, and issued 
the following statement, dated 28 William 
street, Galway, 10th August :— 

“HR has n customary heretofore in 
County Galway to separate each candi- 
date’s votes during the checking of the 
boxes, so making it possible for the agents 
of the different parties to know the exact 
number of votes each candidate obtained in 
any polling area. 

“The result was that, especially in re- 
mote districts, there was a feeling that 
the vote was not secret, and that, in fact, 
it could be discovered how particular per- 
sons voted 

“The Flection Agent and Director of 
Elections for Mr. Hogan approached Mr. 
Seoirse MacNiocaill, the Returning Officer, 
and discussed these matters with him. 

“ Mr. MacNiocaill agreed that every 
step should be taken to remove any doubt 
about the absolute secrecy of the vote, 
whether with individuals or with districts. 
Accordingly, Mr. MacNiocaill is arrang- 
ing of this occasion that the boxes will be 
so checked that the votes given to any 
candidate in any particular district will 
be unknown.—Liam Bourke, Director of 
Elections.”’ 


OUR ENVIABLE POSITION 


Tho enviable position which the Free 
State occupied to-day, when other countries 
in. Europe were in danger of being over- 
run by war, was touched upon by Pro- 
fessor Hogan, the U.I.P. candidate, in 
the course of an interesting speech at 
Eyrecourt. 

Professor Hogan asked why could not 
this country give a lead to other countries. 
as it had done in former times. To-day 
the world was being swept by a sort of 
burning wind. That happened once 
before, and this little country was an 
island of the blessed. in which everything 
was fresh, fragrant and fertile, and from 
which went out a radiation of new life 
which revived Europe. 


OUR OPPORTUNITY 


They were in a very advantageous posi- 
tion in this country. They were out of 
the main road and off the path which un- 
doubtedly, within the next four years, 
would be groaning under the weight of 
tanks, artillery, and other engines of war. 
They were out of the way of aeroplanes, 
which would be raining down death a d 
destruction on the great cities of Europe, 
and they had the opportunity now of 
ening up a great national economy, 4 
form of civilisation that could help the 
rest of the world as it had helped it before. 

The chief misfortune of this country at 
the present moment was that its people 
could not agree on what they wanted. Mr. 
de Valera had not told the-country what 
he was looking for ; he had kept the people 
in the dark on that all-important matter. 
There could be no advance in this country 
unless the leaders of al] parties declared 
clearly:;and without equivocation what 
they stood for. With one or two excep. 
tions the Fianna Fail policy had kept the 
country moving not forward, but in a 
circle for the last’ four years, and the 
only thing to do to get out of a vicious 
circle was to break it and advance. 


COMMUNISM 
_Another speaker on that platform, Mr, 
Nugent, told them that Communism 
flourished on misfortune, and they had it 
from General Foch, after the Great War, 
that Bolshevism was a desire of defeated 
nations. If the Free State was to escape 
the fate that had befallen so many other 
countries, if it was to escape Communism, 
it must, in his opinion, i not only a 
strong country, but a country at peace 


with itself, and that was the one thing 
which they lacked. i 

He was not standing on that platform 
because he believed in party politics, but 
because he believed that important issues 
were at stake, and because of that he had 
thought it worth while to make consider- 
able personal sacrifices. He believed that 
they had reached a turning point in their 
affairs, just as they had done in 1917 and 
1921. 


CANDIDATES’ RECORDS 


They had been. told by Fianna Fail of 
Mr. Neilan’s activities since 1926. He 
knew Mr. Neilan peisonally, and had met 
him in 1920 and 1921, and he would like 
to point out that in 1921 the Volunteer 
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movement in East Galway and most of 
South Galway “had collapsed and was 
breaking asunder. He and another man 
were deputed to visit those areas and re- 
organise them. He was sure that if Mr. 
Neilan himself were piesent he would tell 
the people that at that time it was his 
(Professor Hogan) responsibility to pull 
together the Volunteer area in which Mr. 
Neilan lived. 

So much then for the placards they saw 
posted around Galway about Mr. Nielan’s 
Voluntzer activities. As a matter of fact, 
however, he (Professor Hogan) attached 
very little importance to those things, con- 
sidering what the people of other countries 
had suffered. Millions of Frenchmen, 
Germans and Englishmen laid down their 
lives for their respective countries. Those 
people simply did what they thought was 
their duty, and claimed no credit, and 
why, in the name of goodness, should 
Irishmen claim credit for what they had 
done for the good of the nation? 


NO MAGIC WAND 


Fine Gael stood for a policy which ¢% 
the present moment was the best for the 
nation. He rejected completely the view 
that by simply waving a magic wand the 
country would straightaway become a Jand 
flowing with milk and honey. Let them 
work hard and make the nation strong and 
straightaway their capacity to advance 
politically would be increased a thousand- 
fold. 

Declaring that the economic War Was & 
disaster, Professor Hogan repeated the 
statement made by him in previous 
speeches—that Mr. de Valera could not 
settle it because of his commitments, but 
Mr. Cosgrave could settle it, because he 
could make a settlement on a purely 
business basis without any reference to the 
political position. 

The Fianna Fail Government had re- 
mitted half the land annuities, said Pro- 
fessor Hogan, and, without making any 
promises, he thought it extremely likely 
that if Mr. Cosgrave was returned to 
power the farmers would be called upon 
to pay even less. At the same time, by 
ending the economic war they would be 
getting into the best market in the world, 
where they would get at least twice the 
present value of their livestock and live- 
stock products.

President de Valera, after making a tour of 
parts of the Gaeltacht earlier in the. dav, 
addressed a big meeting here late to-night, 
He was given a very good reception. and a 
band and a patrol of men went out to meet 
him. 

In the ccurse of his speech, the President 


said that he had been in a number of towns ‘ 


in Galway, and in every one to which he 
had been he had got evidence of the fact 
that the people, both old and young, 
appreciated the importance of the election, 
and that they were on the side ot the Fianna 
Fail Party. 

He had only one anxiety, and that was 
that some of them might think that their vote 
was not necessary. It was necessary, for 
outside a general election there could be no 
more important elections than those being 
held in Galway and Wexford. If the people 
showed that they were supporting the Govern- 
ment instead of :eceding. they would 
strengthen the hands of the Government and 
enabie it to complete its programme. 


WORK UNFINISHED 


“Do vou want that programme completed 
or not?” asked President de Valera. ““ Our 
opponents have said that we have broken our 
pledges, but if you look around you will get 
the answers for vourselves.”’ 

The President went on to speak of the help 
which the Government had given the farmers 
during the economic war. They had toid 
the farmers that they recognised thev were 
in the front line trenches, and the Government 
had done their best to give the help that 
they had promised. To offset the money 
taken by the tariffs the Government had 
given back five million pounds to the farmers. 
The Government also “save the farmers pro- 
tection in the home market. There had been 
a reduction in imports of over eight million 
pounds, and the bulk of that sum was mado 
up ‘by the increased home market provided 
for the farmers. 


MAKING A BARGAIN 


Fine Gael was telling them that if returned 
to power they would settle the economic war; 
that, if given an opportunity, they would 
make a good bargain. Fine Gael had ten 
years of office. Why did they not make a 

argain then? 

‘We will make a good bargain for you,” 
he declared, “and if there is a good bargain 
to be made it is due to the fact thet Fianna 
Fail was elected in 1932-33. lí anybody can 
make a bargain it will be only when the 
people make it clear that the money in ques- 
tion will not be voluntarily paid. We believe 
that the moneys are not due, and we have ne 
intention of paying them.

GALWAY, Monday Night. 

Count Plankett, the Republican candidate, 
speaking at a big meeting in Galway to-night, 
said that any divisions that seemed tu 
threaten among republicans some time ago 
had ceased to exist since the complete in- 
dependence of Ireland was the only question 
that mattered. Other matters of social im- 
portance were naturally retained in the mind 
of the Republican candidate and his sup- 
porters. but for the purpose of uniting Irish 
gs as fully as possible, the vital question 
of separation remained paramount, 

As Mr. de Valera, since his entry into the 
Free State Parliament, had continued to 
declare himself a Republican and say that 
his attitude on the Republican question had 
not been altered, a number of people, in- 
fluenced by their personal regard, for him 
had helped him to form a party who finally 
became the controllers of the Free State. 

Gradually, however, he had allowed the 
Republican principles of independence to 
become insigniiicant and, naturally, under 
these conditions his approach to the English 
idea had prevailed. .Utherwise one could not 
explain how he had allowed those under his 
authority to inflict even personal injury upon 
Republicans, and to set up *n army of spies 
to make the lives of Republicans difficult. 

In addition to suppressing the Republican 
Press as far as possible as a medium for 
propaganda, one thing that Republicans had 
reason to fear was that the conference that 
seemed to be going on for some time between 
de Valera’s Government and the English 
politicians was likely to lead to a lowering 
of even Mr de Valera’s attitude towards 
freedom.

LAND SEIZED BY PEASANTS 


The Times Riga correspondent says :— 

The Soviet Press gives a glowing account 
of acollective farm of 5,000 acres with 6,000 
members, forming a village off the route 
of tourists in a barren sandy district near 
‘Toledo. The farm flies the red flag with 
the hammer and sickle emblem, and is 
called “‘ Voroshiloff,”’ 

It was founded by two Spaniards, who 
had been in Soviet Russia as delegates of 
the Communist Party.

THE CAPITULATIONS 
CLAUSE 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ALEXANDRIA, Monday. 


Following the news to-day that agree- 
ment’ had virtually been reached in the 
capitulations clause in the Anglo-Egyptian 
Treaty negotiations, it is understood that 
the negotiations have now been. súccess- 
fully concluded except for a few minor 
details which are at present being settled. 

It is expected that the capitulations 
clause may be initialled to-morrow, alter 
which. it is undergtood, Sir Miles Lamp- 
son, on behalf of the British Government, 
will formally invite the Egyptian delegates 
to London, and that they will probably 
travel by the steamer El Nil on August 
27th. 

The other two parts of the Treaty— 
namely, the military clause and the clause 
Wéaling with the Sudan, were “signed by 
both delegations on July 24th and August 
ist respectively. 

The capitulations are the only remain- 
ing relies of the extra-territorial rights 
granted by the Turkish Sultans to foreign 
subjects within their realms. The 
privileges include the right of trial by 
separate Courts for subjects of the capitu- 
latory powers, which now number about a 


dozen.

ARMS EMBARKATION 
STOPPED

While admitting that the Madrid 
Government may have been itself in grave 
difficulties, the writer continues: “ Still, 
it must not be forgotten that even repeated 
protests by the Holy See have not per- 
suaded the Government to intervene 
efficacious!y. All honest persons are de- 
sirous that the Madrid Government should 
put a stop to the dreadful excesses at 
present going on, or at least deplore them 
publicly, thus separating itself clearly and 
frankly from the authors of these 
sacrilegious acts.” 

In Vatican, circles, it is denied that ‘the 
Pope has made a personal protest to the 
Spanish Government over anti-clerical ex- 
cesses by the Left wing forces.

N the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
| Francis Daly, Castleblayfiey. Co. 

Monaghan, an agent employed by the 
Prudential Assurance Company, was charged 
with uttering a forged proposal form for an 
insurance policy on the life of John Bethel, 
Carrickavilty, Ballybay, and with unlawfaily 
forging the name of Mary Jane Somerville, 
his sister, the proposer of the policy, of the 
same address. He was also charged with 
uttering to the company a claim purporting 
to be a claim on behalf of Mary Jane Somer- 
ville, for £28 4s., and with forging a certified 
copy of the death of John Bethel, and with 
obtaining a cheque in payment of the claim 
for £29 Os. 10d., and converting the money 
to his own use. He was also charged with 
forging the name of Mary Jane Somerville 
to a receipt for that amount. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, appeared for 
the company, and Mr. P. McGilligan (in- 
structed by Mr. L. J. Jameson) for the 
defence. . 

R. P. Todd, an official. of the company, 
gave evidence of the receipt of various docu- 
ments from defendant. 

Leslie F. Edwards, chief officer of the 
Prudentia] Company in the Free State, said 
that the proposal was in the handwriting of 
Daly, with the i age of the signature, 
Mary Jane Somerville, and as a result he 
caused a policy to be issued for £28 4s. to 
be paid on the death of John Bethel. -The 
premium was 1s, per week, 

John Cooper, Version Gardens, Clontarf, 
said that he received the documents relating 
to Bethel from the accused man. Assuming 
they were genuine and referred to Johu 
Bethel, witness issued a cheque for £29 
Os. 10d., including 16s. 10d. bonus. He got 
a receipt from Daly on 9th Julv. 1935. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Somerville, Carrickavelty. 
said she was a “ far out friend ” of John 
Bethel. She was not his sister, and had 
nothing to do with insuring him in the Pru- 
dential. The signature on the document was 
not hers; nér did she authorise anyone to 
sign it. 


“NEVER INSURED HIM” 


Mary Jane Somerville, widow of the late 
William Somerville, Carrickavelty, said that 
she had a cousin named John Bethel, but she 
had never insured him. 

John Bethel said that he had no sister 
named Mary Jane Somerville, and knew of 
no other person of the same name in Car- 
rickavelty. He had no Seow iene of any 
insurance upon his life with the Prudential 
Assurance Company. 

John Ryle, senior officer in the Registrar- 
General’s Office, said that what purported to 
be a certificate of the death of John Bethel, 
aged 60, on 24th June, 1935, at Carrickavelty, 
was not genuine. There was never in the 
district an assistant registrar of births and 
deaths named A. Dixon, who was supposed 
to have signed the registration of the death 
vf John Bethel. The name opposite the 
rumber on the register of deaths in the dis- 
trict on 4th June was Jane Miller, a 
widow: He had found many similar occur- 
rences in the district up to that date. — 

In reply to the Justice, witness said that 
the accused man had never been an assistant 
registrar, and it was puzzling to know how 
he got the blank forms. 

r. Burne stated that there were dozens 
of people in the district supposed to be dead 
who were, fortunately, still alive. It was 
the number of deaths occurring in the district 
that aroused the suspicions of the company. 

The case was adjourned until the 17th inst. 

Bail was sb dnt 3 Detective Sergeant Rey- 
nolds, who, with Detective Officer Brady, 
had charge of the case, stating that there 
would probably be other charges. 


NEVER EXISTED 


Similar charges were made against Francis 
Burns, Ballybay, in respect of unlawfully 
uttering a claim form, death certificate and 
receipts, with intent to defraud and obtaining 
from the company the sum of £48 18s. and 
converting it to his own use. In the charge 
it was alleged that the accused man had un- 
lawfully forged the name of George Noble, 
Ballybay, in respect of documents in connec- 
tion with an insurance policy on the life of a 
man named David Noble. 

Mr. Burne, for the company, said that in 
this district there had been claims for a great 
many people who had never existed. 

Mr. Todd, an official of the company, said 
that the accused man had been district agent 
of the Prudential Company at Ballybay. 

To Mr. T. P. Robinson, for the defence, 
aa son ig that the tes A me was I 
em e the company when the proposa 
é ae is ob 25th July, 1932. 

Mr. Edwards, chief officer of the company, 
deposed to a proposal having been sent to the 
company’s head office in College Green, Dub- 
lin, from John Duffy, who was at that time 
their agent, and who had been succeeded by 
Francis Burns. 

Mr. Cooper, an official of the company, 
stated that a cheque had been sent to Francis 
Burns for £48 18s., to be paid to George 
Noble on the alleged death of David Noble, 
for which a certificate had been issued. 

David Noble, Carrickbrennan, Ballybay 
(67), said he was visited by John Duffy, an 
agent of the Prudential Assurance Co., who 
asked him about taking out a policy. Witness 
put his mark to & peper, but never paid any 
premium. He did not know anyone named 
George Noble, nor was there anyone of that 
name in the district. 

Robert Woods, Lacken, Cortubber, Castle- 
blaney, also said he did not know anyone cf 
the name of George Noble. 


DEATH CERTIFICATE 


Dr. C. Kieran, Castleshane, Monaghan, 
Registrar of Births and Deaths for the district, 
said that the death certificate in this case was 
not genuine. 

The accused man was remanded until next 
Monday, bail being refused. 

Detective-Inspector Wyer, Detective-Sergeant 
Reynolds and Detective-Officer Brady had 
charge of the case, 


FALSE PRETENCES CHARGE 


Martin Joseph McDermott, whose address
